cultural Research Center. 

Prior to the meeting council 
had been scheduled to discuss the 
proposed development with rep¬ 
resentatives of the office park* 
However, the developers with¬ 
drew their application. The city 
staff expects that a new hearing 
will be scheduled for October. 

According to Celia Wilson, the 
city's Director of Planning and 
Development, the developer wants 
to subdivide the remaining prop¬ 
erty to allow construction of two 
eight-story and one twelve-story 
buildings, with a combined floor 
area of 568,000 square feet The 
buildings would front on Cherry- 
wood Lane. 

Police Service 

Wilson said that the city has 
discovered a serious shortcom¬ 
ing, from Greenbelt's perspec¬ 
tive, in the Adequate Public Fa¬ 
cilities (APF) guidelines used 
by the Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion in evaluating the impact of 
proposed developments. 

According to Wilson, Park and 
Planning only considers county- 
run services, such as police, in 
evaluating development. As a 
result, since Greenbelt Police 
have first responsibility for re¬ 
sponding to calls at the office 
park. Park and Planning gave 
no consideration to police capa¬ 
bilities resulting from the de¬ 
velopment City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi told council that the law 
establishing the APF test does 
not prohibit Park and Planning 
from considering municipal ser¬ 
vices. The issue, he said, is one of 
policy, not law. 

Wilson said that the city po¬ 
lice force does not currently have 
enough officers to service the 
existing development, leading to 
serious problems if the policy is 
not changed. She estimates that 
the development, when complet¬ 
ed, would require three addition¬ 
al officers. 

Council unanimously approved 
sending a letter to Park and 
Planning Chairman John Rhoads, 
asking that the policy be changed 
to require his staff to consider 
the effect of development on 
municipal, as well as county, ser¬ 
vices. Copies of tihe letter will 
also be sent to various elected 
officials with influence on the 
commission 

Roads 

Wilson said that Park and 
Planning is requesting that the 
developer provide approximately 
one-half million dollars worth of 
road improvements, when the 
first building is constructed. 
These Changes include three new 
signals, one each at the inter¬ 
sections of Ivy and Cherrywood 
Lanes with Kenilworth Avenue 
and at the intersection of Ivy 
and Cherrywood Lanes. Addi¬ 


tional traffic lanes on Kenilworth 
and Crescent, and restriping of 
Cherrywood and Ivy Lanes would 
also be required. 

The timing and magnitude of 
the changes are being disputed 
by the developer according to 
Wilson. She said that the com¬ 
pany is trying to cap the amount 
it is required to spend for the 
improvements and tie them to 
construction of the thirl build¬ 
ing, not the first. Wilson feared 
that, since the roads are inade¬ 
quate for peak traffic from the 
current development, delaying 
these improvements would lead 
to "serious congestion.” In ad¬ 
dition, the developer would not 
be required to make the im¬ 
provements if the third building 
were not constructed. 

She said that the additional 
turn lane from Crescent Road 
requested by Park and Planning 
is not designed to increase cut- 
through traffic. Instead, it will 
permit a shorter green cycle for 
Crescent Road traffic by per¬ 
mitting more cars to get through 
during a light cycle. 

Other Actions 

In other actions council: 

—Introduced an ordinance un¬ 
der which the city would assume 
responsibility for code enforce¬ 
ment and setting forth fees and 
penalties. Council also author¬ 
ized the city staff to investigate 
office locations for the three- 
member staff. The city expects 
that all related costs will be 
covered by inspection fees. 

—Saw Public Works Director 
Gar] Hirsch present City Mana¬ 
ger's Awards to William Phelan 
and Brian Townsend for their 
actions during the severe thun¬ 
derstorm of July 1. The men, 
“at some risk to themselves” 
went "into the storm with a 
Chainsaw” to remove a number 
of heavy limbs that had fallen 
onto Mandan Road, creating haz¬ 
ards for motorists. 

—Heard a report from Sheldon 
Goldberg, representing the Wind¬ 
sor Green Board, opposing the 
latest State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration proposal for a part-time 
light at the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Frankfort 
Drive. 

—Introduced an ordinance an¬ 
nexing the federal courthouse 
property on Cherrywood Lane 
and scheduled a public hearing 
on the issue for September 14. 

—Accepted the resignation of 
Bill Wilkerson from the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board- 

—Received a petition from 
James Panagoulis requesting 
that the police station be re¬ 
named in honor of his father, 
George Panagoulis, Greenbelt's 
first police officer.

Edward 
Gibbs, attorney for U.S. Homes, 
said that the minimum sales 
price for the new models will 
be $140,000 but that most buyers

Lot sizes and landscape plans 
will remain unchanged.

Olivier's 
family has invited Knott to 
France—*she's not sure if she'll 
go—and Helene wants to visit 
Hussey again next year.

Fifty Years Ago 
In Greenbelt

Airplane Spotters 

April, 1942—Thomas R. Free¬ 
man issued a call for more vol¬ 
unteers for the air-raid spot¬ 
ting service. Spotters worked two 
hour shifts, 24 hours a day. The 
need for men and boys was 
greater than the need for wo¬ 
men. Women volunteers worked 
between 8 a.m. and 4 pm- Men 
and boys worked between 4 p.m. 
and midnight, and men only be¬ 
tween midnight and 8 a.m. Vol¬ 
unteers could call either Free¬ 
man, Jennings Craig, Edward 
Kaighn or Cyril Turner. 

The American Legion handled 
the spotting program nationally 
as well as locally under the 
supervision of the Army. Sam 
Harvey of Harvey Dairy was the 
director for Prince Georges 
County. 

Greenbelt spotters worked from 
the roof of one of the commer¬ 
cial buildings at the center, J. 
Donald Wolfe of Greenway 
Place, an original Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent remembers being a spotter 
along with his dad, James N. 
Wolfe, who later became a 
Greenbelt mayor and councilmem- 
ber. “We were the eyes and 
ears" to provide an early warn¬ 
ing of an air attack, Wolfe not¬ 
ed, Whenever a plane flew over 
Greenbelt the spotters would 
identify the plane and report it

On Buying Beer

March, 1942 — The Greenbelt 
Cooperator reprinted in March 
1942 a National Brewing Co. ad¬ 
vertisement published in the Bal¬ 
timore newspapers because it had 
received so much favorable com¬ 
ment that it had been suggested 
that it should be published for 
the benefit of those who had 
not had the opportunity to read 
it. The ad was headlined, “The 
Patriotic and Economical Way 
to Buy Your Beer/* The ad ad¬ 
vised that “the most economical 
way to buy your beer these 
days is to buy it from the keg 
—at any of the many excellent 
taverns where beer is kept on 
draught-” The next most eco¬ 
nomical way was to buy it “in 
the regular old fashioned twelve 
ounce bottle,” the kind with a 
refundable deposit Non-return¬ 
able bottles and cans were de¬ 
scribed as wasting labor that 
could be used in more essential 
defense work. The ad concluded, 
however, by noting that National 
Bohemian Beer, National Pre¬ 
mium Beer and National Ale 
were “everywhere” in cap sealed 
cans as well as on draught and 
in bottles- 

It is interesting that the Green¬ 
belt paper ran this ad when you 
consider that there were no tav¬ 
erns in Greenbelt at that time 
and no liquor licenses. National 
Beer might ha\ ’ * :n in Green¬ 
belt as well as everywhere else, 
but it was n v t stl i here.

current Belle Point residents 
about repairs they wanted the 
Milton Company to make to their 
units under warranty. According 
to Greenbelt’s Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Development Celia Wil¬ 
son, Milton has agreed to com¬ 
plete this work. 

Council asked a few questions 
regarding ways to use this ap¬ 
proval process to force comple¬ 
tion of the warranty work. Al¬ 
though Philip Barber, of U.S. 
Homes said that his company 
was prepared to help with the 
warranty work if needed, Gibbs 
argued that it would be nearly 
impossible for U.S. Homes to 
obtain financing if the city suc¬ 
ceeded in getting the county to 
condition approval upon the Mil- 
ton Company’s completion of the 
work. Gibbs also pointed out that 
the development is currently only 
half completed. Without sale of 
the 46 units, he said, the pro¬ 
ject was “basically dead in the 
water.” 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
doubted that the county Planning 
Board would condition approval 
of U.S. Homes’ plans upon ac¬ 
tions of the Milton Company, 
over which U.S. Homes does not 


have control. 

Commercial Units 

Milton’s original plans called 
for a row of commercial town- 
houses on the strip of land clos¬ 
est to the Beltway. Some of 
these units, accessible from Le¬ 
gion Drive, have been completed. 
Wilson told theNews Review that 
the commercial project bad ear¬ 
lier been sold to another com¬ 
pany, which soon expects to start 
constructing a new section of 
offices. 

One purpose of the commercial 
development was to provide 
sound buffering for the residen¬ 
tial units. However, residential 
units already extend beyond the 
commercial buildings. With three 
developers, instead of the orig¬ 
inally (expected single developer, 
it is possible that the two types 
of units may not proceed in 
sync. 

If necessary, Wilson said, the 
developers are to construct a 
fence to provide temporary buf¬ 
fering. There are, however, no 
constraints preventing construc¬ 
tion of the residential units un¬ 
til the commercial units are com¬ 
pleted.
